characters. It is SMUT resistant and shows a high 


degree of resistance to leaf RUST. It has stiff, storm 
resistant straw. It combines EARLY MATURITY with 
HIGH YIELD. The heads are long—the grains are 
plump, and are high in feeding value. We consider 
this oat the safest and most productive we have ever 
grown. It has considerable resistance to Blight and 


is most popular throughout many sections of the 
South. 


WE OFFER TWO STRAINS of this Oat, seed of 
which came direct from the Breeders in the Fall of 
1949 and 1950 respectively. They have been grown 
and handled by us and under our supervision and 
are guaranteed right as to variety, purity, and 
germination. We treat all of our seed with Ceresan 
as a precaution, since new strains of smut might 


show up that are not now known. 


We have proper Cleaning and Grading equip- 
ment and ALL OUR SEED OATS are CAREFULLY 
and THOROUGHLY RECLEANED and GRADED, so 
that the light faulty grains are removed and you get 
nice, heavy grains for planting. Proper recleaning 
and grading always means higher yields per acre, 
often as much as 10 bushels increase. GOOD SEED

This cotton is known throughout the South. It pro- 
duces MAXIMUM Yields of lint per acre. This proven 
on thousands of farms throughout the cotton belt and 
in many 5-acre contests where it has won first place. 

Conservative Estimates put the acreage planted to 
Coker-100 WR Cotton throughout the Cotton Belt in 
1949 as four million acres. This fact proves beyond 
question its high yielding ability and high dollar 
value to the Southern farmer. At least 60% of the 
Cotton acreage in the Southeastern Cotton Belt is 
planted to this variety. 

It is a WILT RESISTANT cotton, strongly resistant 
to Fusarium wilt, but is just as desirable on lands 
not infested with wilt. 

Under average conditions, this cotton has erect 
open type PLANT, with medium sized, deeply lobed 
leaves, which means LIGHT FOLIAGE. It is a VERY 
EARLY Cotton. The Bolls are round and slightly 
pointed, 70 to 72 to lb. and they OPEN WIDE and 
FLUFFY, so that it is a very desirable and easy cot- 
ton to pick. Its staple length runs from 1 1/32” to 
1 3/32” under good conditions. The lint percentage 
runs 37% to 39% The staple character is uniform, 
strong, and of excellent quality.
